TO PULLMAN RIDERS 


The Pennsylvania Railroad, 
which operates 13 passenger trains 
in and out of St. Louis daily, is 
now selling by reservation seats 
in observation and lounge cars 
that formerly were free to Pull- 
man passengers. The new plan, 
which went into effect Sunday, 
was adopted to take care of the 
greatest possible number of pas- 
sengers during the heavy wartime 
travel, railroad executives said. 

The only exceptions will be in 
cafe sections, equipped with tables 
and chairs, which will continue to 
be utilized for serving refresh- 
ments. The remainder of the 
lounge and observation car seats 
have been numbered and are sold 
individually.

But he remarked 
that, if he lived next to an oil well, 
and had new tires and some spares, 
he did not see why he should not 
use his car for necessary business 
purposes. 

To a question as to whether he 
thought the use of cars for busi- 
ness purposes could be had with- 
out gasoline rationing, the Chief 
Executive said that depended on 
how long tires would last.

LONDON, July 7 (AP).—Wire- 
trailing rockets were disclosed of- 
ficially today as one of Britain's 
newest weapons of defense against 
air raiders. 

The weapon, which has been in 
use to protect merchant ships for 
more than a year, was described 
as an apparatus which shoots a 
projectile that opens into a para- 
chute. from which long wires 
dangle, 

The rockets, fired up as planes 
swoop to attack, often force them 
to veer off course or risk entangle- 
ment in the wires.

New Leader 1929 ‘Ques- 
- tion Mark’ Endurance 
Pilot—Won Honor in 


First World War. 


LONDON, July 7 (AP).—Major 
Gen. CarlSpaatz, who in 1929 made 
aviation history as commander of 
the Army endurance plane, “Ques- 
tion Mark,” has been appointed 
commander-in-chief of the United 
States Army air forces in the Euro- 
pean theater of war, it was an- 
nounced today. 

As hig first public act in his 
new post, Gen. Spaatz today 
awarded Distinguished Flying 
Crosses to three members of one 
of the American bomber crews who 
participated in the first United 
States air raid on German-held 
western Europe July 4. 


General Spaatz himself wears 
both the Distinguished Service 
Cross and the Distinguished Flying 
Cross, the former for bringing 
down two German planes during 
the St. Mihiel offensive in the 
first World War and the latter for 
piloting the “Question Mark” to 
its then record continuous flight 
of 150 hours, 40 minutes and 15 
seconds over Log Angeles in Jan- 
uary, 1929. 

The red-haired, 51-year-old com- 
mander has been in England since 
June, preparing the ground work 
for the American bombing against 
Germany... He was in Britain in 
1940 as assistant military attache, 
studying German aerial tactics 
during the worst of the blitzkrieg. 

From chief of the plans division 
of the air forces he was elevated 
to chief of the air staff and assis- 
tant to the chief of the air forces 
last year. He is married, the father 
of three daughters.

U. S., English Airmen 
Keep Up Fierce Attacks, 
Blast Bengasi Base — 


Artillery Duels on Land 


Front. 


CAIRO, July 7 (AP).—Under 
continued pressure on the ground 
and heavy attack from the air, the 
Axis invaders of Egypt have drawn 
back westward on their southern 
flank in the battle area of El Ala- 
mein, a British communique dis- 
closed today. 

Several small enemy columns 
were engaged and dispersed, the 


British announced, but the princi- 
pal land activity was cannonading 
on both sides. 

Aloft, American and _ British 
heavy bonibers by daylight set 
fires and struck at shipping at 
Bengasi, principal Axis supply port 
deep in Libya, and British air 
raids just behind the lines spread 
fire and confusion among the 
enemy. 


Main Blows in Air. 


The main Allied blows appeared 
to be these widespread air attacks. 

(The fact that the Germans and 
Italians were pulling back. their 
southern flank despite absence of 
any great land fighting indicated a 
fear of being outflanked. 

(A British military commentator 
in London said the line, once 
straight north and south, now was 
bent like a fishhook and that Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel appeared 
more reluctant to join action as 
his communications came more 
into danger.) 

While the enemy struck at the 
Nile delta area, 65 to 70 miles east- 
ward, last night in an air raid de- 
scribed as “small-scale,” Allied air- 
craft bombed and strafed areas 
about El Daba and between Mat- 
ruh and Tobruk. Hits were report- 
ed on grounded planes in the El 
Daba sector. 


\Race of Reinforcements. 


The. British, despite develop- 
ments, are under no illusion that 
the threat to Egypt and their 
Alexandria naval base is erased. 

Although a steady stream of 
troops, tanks and guns is moving 
up to the front, they concede that 
Rommel’s position is strong and 
that he probably is receiving rein- 
forcements also. 

The heaviest British ground 
blows thus far in the attempt to 
take the initiative have. been struck- 
by. artillery. Big guns, rumbling 
almost constantly for 48 hours, 
have knocked out numbers of Ger- 
man tanks, 

A night assault, in which the 
British took an Axis strongpoint 
between El] Alamein and a ridge to 
the south, was Gen. Sir Claude J.

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NAZIS REPORT US 
CRUISER, 28 SHIPS 
N CONVOY SUNK 


Berlin Radio Says Arctic 
Plane and U-Boat At- 
tack Began July 2 and 


Is Continuing. 


BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), July 7 (AP).—The Germans 
today claimed the sinking of an 
American heavy cruiser and 28 
merchantmen out of a convoy in 
Arctic waters between Spitsbergen 
and the Norwegian North Cape. 
(There was no confirmation of the 
German claim from any other 
sources.) 

A special announcement from 
Hitler’s headquarters today said 
the convoy consisted of 38 mer- 
chant ships carrying planes, tanks, 
ammunition and food supplies 
bound for Archangel with a heavy 
escort of Allied warships including 
battleships, cruisers, destroyers 
and corvettes. 

The attacks started July 2 in 
Arctic waters 300 to 400 miles off 
the north Norwegian coast. 

“In close co-operation, German 
submarines and air formations 
sank a heavy American cruiser 
and 19 merchantmen totaling 
122,000 tons,” the announcement 
said. “Submarines sank nine ships 
totaling 70,400, making a grand to- 
tal of 28 ships of 192,400 tons. 

“The remaining vessels were dis- 
persed. The battle still is going on.

SEVASTOPOL A DEAD CITY 
IN RUINS, NAZIS REPORT; 
PEOPLE LIVING IN CAVES

respondent on the Russian front 
yesterday reporting that the 
Crimean stronghold of Sevas- 
topol, recently a “hell of smash- 
ing bullets,” now is a dead city 
where “one is afraid of his own 
voice.”

(The Nazi-controlled Paris radio 
reported the Germans had cut the 
Moscow-Rostov rail line and were 
pushing on from Voronezh “in the 
direction of Povorino,” another im- 
portant rail junction 140 miles to 
the east, implying a major break- 
through.)

MOSCOW, July 7 (AP).—Ger-

The commander of the United 
States unit declared the American 
medium tanks, known as Gen. 
Grants, were superior to any in 
the desert fighting. 

Left Tobruk Before Its Fall. 

The Americans left their tanks 
at Tobruk and got out of that con- 
tested port just before the Ger- 
mans went in.

“T don’t know exactly how many 
we knocked out as we did not 
check them but there were at least 
nine.

got glancing blows and/#hell frag- 
ments,” Capt. Stelling said. “We 
could hear the stuff rattle against 
the sides.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—A de 
cision announced today by the Na- 
tional War Labor Board in a New 
England textile-finishing wage case 


shows a sharp division between 
the employer members of the 
board on the one hand and the 
public and employe representatives 
on the other. The rift has sig- 
nificance in view of the impending 
decision in the “Little Steel” case, 
in which the unionized workers 
are demanding a $l-a-day increase. 

In the textile case, a CIO union 
asked for a flat 10-cent-an-hour in- 
crease, as against 5 cents offered 
by the nine affected companies. 
By a vote of 6 to 3, the employer 
members dissenting, the board 
voted an increase ranging from 
5 to 7 cents an hour. 

The majority found that the 
board, in order to effect “stabiliza- 
tion” of wages in the industry, 
should narrow the wage differen- 
tial between the New Engiand 
area and the New York and New 
Jersey metropolitan area, where 
an increase for the textile finish- 
ers was recently negotiated. 

The decision recognized that sev- 
eral of the companies concerned 
“are presently lacking in financial 
ability to pay increased wages,” 
but held that ability of the indus- 
try to pay “cannot in justice be 
determined for all solely by refer- 
ence to the situation at the -high- 
est-cost mills.” 

Answering the companies’ argu- 
ment that their business would be 
less this yéar than last year, the 
opinion said ‘it would be “grossly 
inequitable” to the employes to at- 
tempt to solve the companies’ trou- 
bles through the imposition of 
“substandard or unstabilized 
wages,” 

The employer members who par- 
ticipated in the decision—E. J, Mc- 
Millan, Roger D. Lapham and 
George H. Mead—said that the 
companies affected are not com- 
peting substantially with those in 
the metropolitan area; that the av- 
erage wage paid by the New Eng- 
land finishers is above the average 
paid in the New England cotton 
textile industry; that the com- 
panies in this case produce lower- 
cost goods than the finishing in- 
dustry as a whole, and that the 
price ceilings which have been es- 
tablished do not permit absorption 
of the wage increase ordered by 
the board, 

Finally, the minority declared 
that it was of much greater im- 
portance to the working man that 
the President's seven-point stabil- 
ization program should succeed 
than that such Wage advances as 
those in this case should be 
ordered,

HELD WITHOUT BOND 
N 3 POISON DEATH 


Sam Hall Named in Warrants 
Charging Murder of Uncle 
and Two Aunts. 


Sam Hall, nephew of three elder- 
ly persons who died of poisoning 
within a few weeks of each other 
on their Madison County  (ill.) 
farm in 1939, was held without 
bond in jail at Edwardsville today 
following the issuance of warrants 
yesterday’ charging him with their 
murder. Hall, who lived on the 
farm, has been detained for inves- 
tigation since his arrest June 26. 
A Coroner’s jury, meeting at 
Troy, a few miles from the farm, 
returned open verdicts of homicide 
shortly after issuance of the Wwar- 
rants by Police Magistrate R. H- 
Larner at Granite City, at the re- 
quest of State’s Attorney C. W. 
Burton. No inquest witnesses were 
called. Dr. W. W. Billings, Madi- 
son County Coroner, merely read 
a formal report of pathological ex- 
aminations performed by Dr. O. 
E, Hagebusch, 4500 Olive street, 
which disclosed lethal doses of 
poison in each body, and state- 
ments by attending physicians who 
signed certificates of death by 
natural causes. 

The pathological report showed 
that fatal quantities of arsenic and 
mercury were found in the vital 
organs of Laura Hall, who died 
May 28, 1939, and her sister, Mag- 
nolia, who died the following June 
18. 

A large amount of arsenic was 
found in the body of Marion Hal, 
who died July 21, 1939, after do- 
ing a day’s work about the farm. 
A statement by Dr. J. E. Bel- 
linger, of Collinsville, who attended 
69-year-old Marion Hall, told how 
he suggested an inquest to a man 


‘who he thought was a Deputy 


Coroner, but was told it was not 
necessary. 

Sam Hall, who has consistently 
denied knowledge of the poison- 
ing, was not required to attend 
the inquest, His wife, Mrs. Violet 
Rood Hall, was among the few 
spectators. A week before his 
death, Sam Hall, accompanied 
Marion Hall to a lawyer's office 
where the uncle gave him a deed 
to the farm and executed a will 
in his favor; 

Subsequently Sam Hall paid 
$1000 each to his brother, David 
Hall, who lives on an adjoining 
farm, and his sister, Mrs. Esther 
Bohnenstiehl of Granite City, who 
had anticipated being joint heirs, 
on their agreement not to contest 
the will. 

The inquiry into the deaths was 
requested by the brother and sis- 
ter who gave an affidavit to State’s 
Attorney Burton which he em- 
ployed to support his motion for 
a Court order of exhumation and 


inquiry.

Complaints that St. Louis war 
industries are hiring agricultural 
workers from other states and re- 
fusing to employ 8t. Lou 
were voiced by members of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County draft 


boards at a meeting at the Mark 
Twain Hotel last night. 

It was decided to ask personnel 
managers of large war plants to at- 
tend a meeting of draft board 
members to discuss the relation 
of employment practices with Se- 
lective Service requirements. 

“In many instances,” said Wal- 
ter F. Sheehan, member .of the 
Twenty-eighth Ward draft board, 
“relatives of. drafted men have ap- 
pealed to draft boards to help ob- 
tain war plant jobs for members 
of the family who have not been 
drafted. : 

“In the registration last Tues- 
day for 18, 19 and 20-year-old men, 
many of the registrants employed 
in war industries were from South- 
ern Missouri and Illinois, and even 
from Arkansas, Tennessee and 
Mississippi. ce ad 

“If these industries persist in 
hiring outsiders to the detriment 
of St. Louis men,” Sheehan said, 
“boards are going to start turn- 
ing down their requests for de- 
ferment of their employes.” 

John J. Griffin, chairman of the 
Associated Selective Service 
Boards here, called on all citizens 
having knowledge, or even suspi- 
cion, of evasion of the Selective 
Service Act by a draft registrant 
to report such suspicion to their 
draft boards. 

“These complaints are the great- 
est sources of information leading 
to apprehension of draft. dodgers,” 
Griffin said. “Between three and 
10 letters a day come to me and 
scores more to the various draft 
boards.” 

He said an investigation is con- 
ducted by the board of any com- 
plaint against a registrant. Per- 
jury indictments may be obtained 
against persons giving false in- 
formation in hearings before the 
boards, he added. 

St. Louis draft boards enrolled 
18,005 men in last Tuesday’s reg- 
istration and county boards reg- 
istered 5925, a total of 23,930, it 
was announced today by State 
Selective Service headquarters in 
Jefferson City. The total for the 
State was about 71,800.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 7.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc assumed jurisdiction today of 
an application by the Silver Creek 
Liquor Co. ‘of St. Louis for a writ 


of prohibition designed to block 
further action by the St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court in a suit by the State 
Sales Tax Department to collect 
$145,766 in State sales tax, penalties 
and interest from the Silver Creek 
company. 7 

Issuance of a provisional rule of 
prohibition was waived by the 
State and the court ‘approved a 
stipulation that the case would be 
submitted to the court for decision 
on legal briefs without oral argu- 
ment. 

Demurrers filed by Circuit Judge 
Joseph J.. Ward and Sheriff 
Thomas H. Quinn of St. Louis, 
against whom the petition for a 
writ was directed, will be consid- 
ered with the case. 

The Supreme Court directed the 
company to file its brief within 10 
days, the State to file its brief 
within 10 days thereafter, and the 
company was allowed five addi- 
tional days to file a reply brief. 

After the Sales Tax Department 
filed suit last month, charging 
the Silver Creek Co. had reported 
only about 10 per cent of its sales 
for tax purposes in 1939, 1940 and 
1941, writs of attachment were is- 
sued by Circuit Judge Ward 
against 11 liquor stores operated by 
the company in St. Louis under 
the name of the 905 Stores, to en- 
force collection of taxes, penal- 
ties and interest alleged to be due. 
Sheriff Quinn was directed to make 
a levy on the 9-0-5 stores. 

Enforcement of the writs of at- 
tachment was suspended after the 
company applied to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of prohibition, at- 
tacking the jurisdiction of the 
Circuit Court to proceed with the 
tax collection suit, and questioning 
validity of the State sales tax law.

“The combination of having seen | 
a little Army life and the recent 
successes of the Axis powers in 
Libya and Russia have been chief- 
ly responsible for my change of 
viewpoint. Even for the short 
time I’ve been in I’ve gotten a 
very definite sense of an obliga- 
tion to duty by which every soldier 
is bound. I think this has been 
brought about. more by the fellows 
who have failed in this respect 
than. by Army discipline, which 
hasn't been very severe. I always 
feel sorry for those fellows; be- 
cause they will always be in a tur- 
moil until they develop a code to 
govern themselves by. 

“When I signed up I was labor-

many people, that the war would 
last only a couple more years at 
most, with the victory naturally 
going to’ United Nations.

Ickes replied today to Donald M. 
Nelson’s criticism of the scrap rub- 
ber drive with a warm defense of 
the petroleum industy for financ- 
ing and publicizing the effort to 
round up the nation’s excess rub- 
ber in an intensive, nation-wide 
campaign. ‘ 

As told in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, the head of the War Pro- 
duction Board wrote a letter of 
stern reproof to Ickes for extend- 
ing the rubber drive without ‘con- 
sulting WPB. Nelson charged that 
this had delayed WPB’s long-range 
salvage program and had given 
motorists a false hope of new 
tires or retreads. 

“The President’s decision to do 
something about collecting re- 
claimable rubber was a wise de- 
cision,” Ickes said in'a statement 
given to the Post-Dispatch. “The 
Same is true as to his extension 
of the campaign. 

“The petroleum industry has re- 
sponded loyally to the President's 
appeal. The oil companies have 
given unstintingly of their person- 
nel and facilities to do the job. 
They have financed it, publicized 
it and run it. In my opinion, their 
performance has been splendid. I 
think they are much more entitled 
to be thanked than spanked.”

Firm on Falling Sales

Price Administrator Leon Hender- 
son yesterday accused Amalga- 
mated Sugar Co., Twin Falls, Ida., 


of making “grossly erroneous and 
misleading statements” in eX- 
plaining to sugar beet growers the 
firm’s failure to make its usual 
supplemental payments to them. 

Marriner S. Eccles, chairman of 
the board of governors of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System, is president 
of Amalgamated, Moody’s Manual 
of Investments shows. 

Henderson made public a letter 
to H. A. Benning of Ogden, Utah, 
the company’s vice-president, and 
added the comment that the sugar 
company apparently was trying to 
“make sugar rationing the goat” 
in order to absolve the firm of re- 
sponsibility. — - 

In a letter to its beet growers, 
the price administrator said, + the 
company stated its sales of sugar 
for the eight months ended May 31 
were only 42 per cent of the total 
sugar on hand Oct. 1 and subse- 
quently produced from the 1941 
crop, and that sales in the same 
period of the previous year were 


Draws Comparison. 

“It is interesting to note that 
total deliveries of beet sugar dur- 
ing this peried declined only 6 per 
cent,” Henderson said. This fact 
indicated, he added, that the com- 
pany’s selling policy or some other 
cause was responsible for the low 
deliveries rather than the rationing 
system. , 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion has offered to assist all west- 
ern beet sugar companies in mov- 
ing sugar to shortage areas in the 
East, with the Government absorb- 
ing the expense of transportation 
outside normal marketing areas. 
Amalgamated offered to move 
only 400,000 bags at Government 
direction and expense Henderson 
said. 

“It is hard to understand why 
you did not offer to ship a larger 
quantity if your inventory of 1,332,- 
000 bags was as excessive as you 
indicated to your growers,” Hen- 
derson went on, ‘ “Your letter sug- 
gests that your concern may have 
been over a reduction in the net 
return for the sugar, but any such 
reduction should be more than off- 
set by the increased price of 1941 
sugar over the crops of previous 
years.

“Your published financial state- 
ments indicate your company could 
wel] afford to absorb the cost of 
marketing a greater th normal 
quantity of sugar east of Chicago, 
particularly when freight costs 
east of Chicago are «zbsorbed by 
the Government.

LONDON, July 7.—The ninth and 
tenth executions of the war took 
place this morning when two 
enemy agents were hanged at 
Wandsworth Prison. One was & 
British subject, the ener a Bel- 
an who posed as a refugee. 

8 oe Estella Key, 33-year-old Brit- 
ish subject, born at Gibraltar, and 
Alphonse Timmermann, 37-year-old 
Belgian, were added to the list of 
enemy spies executed here since | 
1939. Key was arrested in Gibral- 
tar in the act of transmitting in- 
formation on movements of British 
ships, planes and forces to the 
enemy. He was brought here and 
tried. He is the second Briton to 
be put to death as an enemy agent. 
The first was George Johnson 
Armstrong. 

Timmermann was a Belgian 
ship’s steward thoroughly familiar 
with British ports before the war. 
He arrived last fall with the story 
of having escaped from. occupied 
Belgium and documents to show 
he was a bona’ fide refugee. But 
he also had secret writing ma- 
terials and special stationery, Be- 
sides 97 pounds (approximately

So far only one enemy spy has 
been shot, according to official an- 
nouncement.

These responsibilities are already 
greater than the diminished Japan- 
ese air force can hope to face 
successfully. The Japanese high 
command is undoubtedly counting 
on being able to dispose of the 
Russian menace quickly in order 
to release planes from the north 
before the pressure in the Pacific 
or from India becomes too great. 
This is, therefore, exactly the mo- 
ment, to add a fresh burden to 
those already imposed by existing 
circumstances on Japan’s air 
strength. These facts emphasize 
the strategic significance of the ap- 
pearance of the American air 
squadrons in China. If they can 
be maintained there and reinforced 
gradually up to really formidable. 
strength, they can present the Jap- 
anese high command with an in- 
soluble problem in the distribution 
of its forces. 

From the purely material point 
of view of inter-Allied military 
interests therefore, it is well worth 
our while to make every effort to 
get more planes and more trained 
personnel into the Chinese theater 
of war. From the moral point of

HE most interesting group of people in Russia is the younger 
generation, the boys and girls in the upper classes of high school 
and the lower classes at college—roughly, those from 16 to 19 years 


old. Knowing them makes one appreciate the kind of personality 
which is emerging from the epochal five-year plan and is crystallizing 
further now amidst the fire and blood of war. 


It is no accident that the. most 
highly dramatized war heroes were 
members of this generation. Zoya 
Kosmodemyanskay, 18 years old; 
Liza Chaikina, 19, and. Alexander 
Chekalin, 16, all hanged by the 
Germans, are known and revered 
by every child. 

Impressively mature and stanch- 
ly articulate, this generation, bar- 
ring a new unforeseen world explo- 
sion, is in thought and aim mofe 
than any of its precursors the 
Russia of tomorrow. It saw plen- 
ty of physical hardship in its ear- 
liest years, when, in their feverish 
drive to industrialize the country, 
the Soviets exported, eggs, butter, 
meat, hides and wheat to obtain 
valuta (exchange value) with 
which to pay foreign engineers 
and foreign manufacturers, and 
kept their own people on the most 
meager rations. 

It also has witnessed the most 
severe political trial since the 
death of Lenin. Yet it is more 
highly integrated and better ad- 
justed than any previous school 
generation under the Soviet ad- 
ministration. It is a product of 
the doctrine of “Socialism in one 
country” and of a settled, rather 
than an experimental system of 
education and social morals, 
Sturdy Discipline. 

In personal habits and social at- 
titudes this generation is striking- 
ly different in many ways from 
the preceding one. The girls abjure 
tobacco, and so does the over- 
whelming mass of boys. It knows 
punctuality as has no other gen- 
eration of Russians I have known. 
I have had several . appointments 
with them and invariably they 
showed up promptly, an almost 
unheard-of procedure on all my 
former visits. It shows their 
sturdy sense of discipline. 

The other evening as I was rush- 
ing into a postoffice ,with a tele- 
gram, I heard a boy’s voice say: 
Citizen, you're entering the wrong 
door.” He was with two other 
boys and they explained patiently 
arid politely that one door was the 
entrance and the other the exit, 
and their order must. be observed. 
It is these young people who pro- 
test against pushing and shoving 
in getting off and on crowded 
streetcars. They also know, as no 
Russians before them knew, the 
importance of using their own 
toothbrush and shaving brush, 
cleaning their own clothes and 
shoes, and looking aftér their own 
room and their own books. There 
are

New Habits. 


to them now because of their ac- 
quisition of new habits and culti-. 
vation of new talents, 

This generation is a mighty res- 
ervoir of military strength and in- 
dustrial power. Seldom permitted 
to take part in the actual] fight- 
ing of the regular army, it has 
crowded the ranks of gueérrillas 
in occupied parts of the country. 
More mechanically minded and in- 
dustrious than any previous Rus- 
sian generation, it is helping in 
garages and repair shops at the 
front, and the girls are working 
assiduously as the boys and with 
no less skill. 

Youths also are operating trac- 
tors and other agricultural ma- 
chinery on the collective state 
farms, The problem of obtaining 
spare parts for farm machinery 
is quite acute, but these youths, 
with the help of older blacksmiths 
in the villages, are solving it with 
amazing success, and agricultural 
machinery is doing more work this 
season than at any previous time. 

Schooled in the doctrine of. “So- 
cialism in one country,” it counted 
on some support from the working 
masses of other countries in the 
event of Russia’s entering the war, 
but it did not depend on it. There- 
fore it is less disappointed in. the 
behavior of the German: workers 
and peasants and more violent in 
its manifestations of hatred for 
the Germans. The most vitriolic 
language about the Germans is in 
the “Komsomolskvaya Pravda,” 
the official organ of Soviet youth. 
Girl’s Diary. 

This publication recently printed 
the diary of a girl named Lidya 
Khudiakova, who was killed on 
the Leningrad front. In it was the 
following blistering excoriation: 
“Well, then, you German bandits, 
you will pay dearly for everything 
— you will swill yourself full of 
your pure ‘aryan’ blood, and there 
will be plenty left for fleas and 
lice.” . 

Above all, this generation is uni- 
versally the most patriotic Russia 
ever has known, In this patriotism 
ceftain spiritual ingredients elude 
me, but others are as cleat as the 
waters of the: Volga. There is the 
overflowing love of the Russian 
land. 

The City of Kuibyshev is one of 
the most backward and desolate 
of the Soviet Union, with none of

and appreciate more abundantly its 
meaning in the national life. 

Even more manifest is the 
youth’s love of the people—not of a 
class, but of the people, which in 
Russia includes more than 100 na- 
tionalities.

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For* Higher Legislative Salaries. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

LTHOUGH the salaries paid to mem- 

bers of Congress are adequate, quite 
the opposite is the case in regard to our 
state legislators, who draw stipends piti- 
fully insufficient. About half of the 
states pay per diem, several of them 
allowing the munificent sum of three- 
dollars-a-day for the duration of the leg- 
islative session — the wages of an un- 
skilled laborer. 

Where the compensation is frozen in 
the state constitution, it is difficult to 
secure a change. Experience advises us 
not to go before the people seeking a 
salary increase, even though the legisla- 
tive remuneration should become utterly 
inadequate because of currency inflation 
and rising price levels. The compensa- 
tion of no Government officials—legisla- 
tors, Governors or Judges—should be 
embalmed in a constitution. 

Some states pay their lawmakers on 
a salary basis. New York leads the states 
with an allowance of $2500 for the an- 
nual/session. It is also customary for 
the State to meet the expenses of travel 
to and from the capital. 

It goes without saying ‘that a state 
legislator cannot make a living on the 
earnings of his public office. Indeed, to 
serve his people entails a financial sac- 
rifice. A few years ago, one Representa- 
tive of the Indiana General Assembly 
made the statement that the expense of 
putting;up. for a session at the State 
capital consumed most of the per diem 
of $10, which he was receiving. He esti- 
mated his sacrifice at over $500 for each 
session. Is this as it should be? 

Not all civic-minded and competent 
persons are in easy circumstances, so 
there should be a reasonable salary to 
make it possible for citizens of more 
limited means to participate in their 
government. Ours is not an aristocracy; 
it is a democracy. In fact, poorer men 
will get into office anyway, and will 
make up for the parsimony of the law 
by selling themselves out to sinister and 
corrupt interests. 

Our lawmakers, it is true, are much 
higher-minded than they were in the day 
when Phineas T. Barnum, of circus 
fame, felt so shocked over the acquis- 
itiveness of the Connecticut Legislature. 
But money still talks; so let it speak a 
language that the public may hear, Then, 
of course, attention is directed to our 
practice of paying fair salaries to execu- 
tive and judicial officials, why not pay 
the legislators something more than 
bare living ‘expenses at the capital?

Pierre Laval has warned Britain that’ the im- 
mobilized French fleet at Alexandria, consisting of 
one battleship, four cruisers and three destroyers, 
must not be scuttled or even moved if the city falls.

Some of the Veterans’ Guard 
are with Canadian forces in Brit- 
tain, but most of them are on 
duty throughout Canada doing jobs 
that release younger men for more 
important duties—such as guard- 
ing German prisoners of war in 
internment camps. They don’t 
care what they have to do so long 
as it helps win the war. 

The guard has one corporal who 
was a Lieutenant Colonel in the 
first World Wer. Some of his 
senior officers once served under 
him, but this doesn’t bother him. 


Gathers Momentum. 

Since Canada declared war in 
September, 1939, the dominion war 
effort has been like a snowball 
rolling downhill, slowly at first 
and then with increasing speed 
and size, until today there is a 
formidable army, navy and air 
force growing steadily, backed by 
a rapi expanded industry pro- 
ducing ks, guns, planes, ships, 
munitions and other war materials. 

This growth has not been as 
spectacular as that of the United 
States. Canada’s real war effort 
did not get under way until after 
Dunkerque. . Now it is hitting its 
stride and although the dominion 
has only a tenth of the United 
States’ population, it is building a 
potent force to add: to the weight 
of Allied striking power, 

In this capital you find the peo- 
ple growing impatient of delayed 
action, If the politicians had any 
doubt about the temper of the 
public, then it should have been 
removed when Finance Minister 
J. L, Illsley handed down a new 
war budget introducing compul- 
sory savings and stiff new taxes 
to meet rising war costs. The pub- 
lic accepted it without a whimper. 

While the plebiscite which freed 
the Government of a promise not 
to send conscripted troops into 
overseas service became a political 
football, those in the know say 
that when the need for more man 
power comes, Canada will con- 
script men for overseas duty. 


330,000 Volunteers. 


Meantime, the Canadian army of 
active volunteers, ready for duty 
anywhere, has grown to more than 
330,000 of which some 150,000 al- 
ready are in Britain as one of the 
most mobile and heavily armored 
outfits in any army. 

Many believe that if a second 
front is opened, the Canadians will 
be the sprearhead of the drive, 

There are another 120,000 in the 
Navy and Royal Canadian Air 
Force. The R. C, A. F. already 
has 22 squadrons operating in Brit- 
ain and the Middle East and is

This is a small force to defend

and the Pacific.” 

“We are doing our duty to our 
own forces in supplying equip- 
ment and then we are sending 
equipment to other fronts. On the 
whole, we are extremely well along 
in equipping all our forces.” 

And he added: 

“Canadian defense is the de- 
fense of North America, Thy can- 
not be separated.”

CHICAGO, July 7 (AP),—The 
high cost of living has begun to 
catch up with Chicago’s “budget 
baby.”

“In anticipation of such an 
event, I had cut a large white 
flag from my parachute and waved 
it in the air. That attracted the 
attention of the seaplane pilot and 
he made a nice landing and picked 
us up. It was rather satisfying to 
learn that we had been rowing in 
the direction of land.” 

Lieut. Schneider was born at 
Hillsboro 24 years ago, attended 
public schools and Westminster 
College at Fulton. He enlisted in 
the Navy in 1939 and has been a 
pilot since December, 1940. This 
is his first visit with his parents 
since then.

A Gar" ENGINEER 
studies a machine first to see how 
it is made and then to see how 
near to 100 per cent it is aligned 
to its function. Thus, if the ma- 


* chine is not properly aligned, the 


greater strain will mean potential 
trouble. The human machine is 
no exception to this and bad align- 
ment or faulty mechanics is a po- 
tential source of trouble and should 
be recognized by the physician as 
such. 

Probably the commonest pos- 
tural defect which results in strain 
comes from the way the backbone 
is held. This produces everything 
from headache in the back of the 
head, pain in the neck, pain in the 
chest, indigestion, low back pain, 
pain in the knees and feet, to a 
general feeling of debility. 

These defects shoyld be recog- 
nized in childhood and corrected, 
mostly by exercises which are 
taught in two positions, one in the 
recumbent and the other in. the 
erect position. 


EXERCISE i* one patient lies 
flat on the back without a pillow 
under the head. The knees are 
flexed with the feet flat on the 
table. In this position deep in- 
halations are taken to expand the 
chest and then diaphragmatic 
breathing is practiced. The lower 
part of the vertebrae and hip 
bones are moved and raised so as 
to make the abdominal muscles 
tired. Next, in the same position, 


the head alone is raised until the « 


eyes are looking directly at the 
knees instead of the ceiling. All 
of these are done fifteen or twen- 
ty times, morning and evening. 


EXERCISE othe child stands 
against the wall with the heels 
about four inches from the wall 
and the buttocks, shoulders and 
back of the head touching the 
wall. In this position exercises are 
taken so that the entire back is 
flattened against the wall. Next 
in the same position, one leg is 
lifted 20 times, then the other leg 
is lifted 20 times, Walk forward 
two or three paces on the toes 
several times and return, walking 
backward, to the wall. While do- 
ing this, attempt to maintain the 
original position of the backbone 
so that there is a hollow in the 
lower part of the spine and be- 
tween the shoulders and the back 
of the head. 


H. R. S.—About how many cal- 
ories will 15 units of insulin burn.

Answer—It differs a little bit 
with different individuals and 
under different circumstances, but 
in general a unit of insulin burns 
up about four calories. Diabetes 
is never cured and for that reason 
it is never possible to stop taking 
insulin, but in the course of time 
tolerance is improved and it is 
possible to reduce the amount of 
insulin, There are two forms of 
insulin: ordinary insulin is always 
given in relation to meals and 
food intake; protamine zinc insulin 
is released slowly, its action having 
a long period of time. People who 
take protamine zinc insulin usually 
take it in the morning before 
breakfast and take only one done 
a day.
